Science. 
Christian Science comes to you 
my friends, with a glorious prom­ 
ise and with a reason for the hope 
that is in it. 
It says to those who 
are sick, those who are sorrowful, 
those who are tearful and those 
who are poverty stricken, in the 
words of »fesus. "Come unto 
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me. 
are heavy 
you rest, 
you, and 
meek and 
shall find 


all ye that labour and 
laden, and I will give 
Take my yoke

lowly in heart; and ye 
rest unto your souls. 
For my yoke 
is easy, and my burden is light." 
Christian Science offers you sure 
surcease from sorrow and fear, it 
has a penacea for all your ills and 
your misfortunes 
and it comes 
with a heart full of love and com-* 
passion, with healing in its wings 
and with a world of joy and happi­ 
ness for all. 
In Christian Science 
the sack-cloth and ashes are ex­ 
changed for the oil of gladness. As 
foretold in the vision, of St. John. 
"And God 
shall wipe away ail 
leais from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shul 
there be any more pain; for the 
form er things are passed away. 
The pathway of Christian Science 
has not been an easy one to tra 
verse. 
The movement has not 
leached its present position in the 
world over a pathway strewn with 
roses. 
Its progress, from its very 
inception, has been beset by tre 
monddus odds, both from within 
and without. 
It h its not been with­ 
out its Judases. 
O ther religious 
denominations have not 
tendered 
it the right hand 
of fellowship 
which might have been expected 
from them nor has it met 
witn 
ready favor at the hands of differ­ 
ing forms of healing. 
It has been 
the object of much open opposition 
finding expression through pulpit 
and press and 
legislative enact­ 
m ents instigated by its opponents. 
And why, pray, do you suppose 
Christian Science has found itself 
the target for these arrows of op­ 
position? Why has it b f en so mal­ 
igned and m isrepresented? 
Why, 
for the very same reason that the 
Holy Na rare ne 
was 
persecuted 
from city to city, from country to 
country; for the same reason that 


he was vilified and ridiculed; for 
the same reason that be was ston­ 
ed and spat upon; for the same 
reason that he was sentenced lo 
death on the cross 
and for the 
same reason that he suffered and 
endured the agonies of Calvary; 
because— simply bcause— he

cause he healed the sick through 
prayer and by spiritual means al­ 
one, to the complete discredit of

ogy- and w ithout bowing before the 
formalism of the creeds and ritual­ 
istic dogmas of priest and rabbi. 
Had Jesus never healed the sick 
spiritually; 
had he n e v e r ‘ taught 
th at it is sinful to resort to m ater­ 
ial means for 
healing; had he 
never comforted the reclaimed the 
sinner without the show* of hollow- 
cant and more than worthless cere­ 
mony, the world never would have 
w-itnessed that awful tragedy on 
Calvary and there would be no 
Christian religion today—no scien­ 
tific religion. 


Likewise, had Christian Science 
been unable to 
accomplish

regenerating 
works c l i t h e M aster in the same 
m anner and 
.through 
the 
same 
means that he did, in strict ohed 
fence to his commands, his teach­ 
ings and his 
precepts, 
it 
never 
would have been the object of the 
misrepresentation, persecution and 
intolerance to which it has been 
so often subjected. 
It was inevit­ 
able that Jesus should have suffer 
ed the agonies of Calvary and it is 
ipevitable that any religion follow­ 
ing in his footsteps

the 
sick and raise the dead shall bear 
his cross o f‘ridicule and condemna­ 
tion, shall drink his cup of bitter-, 
ness and humiliation, until it prove 
to an unwilling and skeptical world 
its words by its works.

and the Israelites passed through 
on dry land, thus escaping from 
their enemies.

Coming down to Jesus’ time, we^ 


to be a most 
relentless

eded. in addition, that through the 
experience of death we are not 
ushered

heavenly existance. 
Jesus 
final 
exit from flesh, in his ascension 
shows conclusively that the only 
roadway to heaven

If there are two

The 
heard, with respect, what they had 
to say, "I thank you, gentlemen 
very much for your interest in my 
condition. 
I know- nothing what­ 
ever about Christian Science have 
never heard of it that I ani aw-are 
of but if it has anything to do 
wit Ii Jesus Christ I don’t want any­ 
thing to do with it," closing with 
the statement. "I know too much 
about that fellow- already.” 
The 
banker and his friend gave up try­ 
ing to assist him at that time and 
left. 
Time went on. the merchant 
grew- worse, he lost his business 
entirely all his means had been 
dissipated in his efforts to regain 
his health. 
When things had got­ 
ten to a pitiful stage the banker 
and his friend decided to try again 
They went to him and told him 
that their previous talk with him 
had not discouraged them and they 
were back to offer him once more 
the wonderful blessings of Chris­ 
tian Science. This time the m a n ’s 
attitude was different. 
His exper­ 
iences of the past and the serious

had 
wrought a change 
and lie told 
had wrought a change and he told 
them that he was ready to try any­ 
thing that offered relief. 
He said 
that his every cent had gone in his 
quest for health, that he had tried 
every remedy know-n to material 
medicine, without avail, and that 
there seemed nothing left but to 
try Christian Science. 
A Christian 
Science practitioner was secured 
and in time this man was complete­ 
ly restored to health. 
He is now 
the proprietor of a, prospering busi 
ness in that little city and he and 
his wife are earnest workers in the 
little Christian 
Science 
Church 
there. 
Happy? 
You never saw 
two happier people in your life. 
Now, w hat could have* 
induced 
that man to turn from his prejudice 
to learn of Jesus the Christ but his 
wonderful experience of healing? 
And that, my friends, is the mis­ 
sion of Christian Science, to turn 
men to God, to Jesus, to Christ, 
through those works which Jesus 
enjoined on all mankind as the 
only evidence w-e can ever give of 
our Christianity—of true salvation. 
With Isaiah w-e cry. "Ho, every­ 
one that thirsteth; come ye to the 
waters, and he that hath no money 
come ye buy. and eat, come buy 
wine ani! milk without money and 
without price." 
Prayer. 
And now- the question of how- to 
bring into action this ever-present 
law of God, how to apply it to our 
present needs, how to heal the sick 
comfort the sorrowing and save the 
sinner, as Jesus did. naturally pre­ 
sents itself. 
This, my friends, is 
accomplished in Christian 
Science 
solely through the prayer of under­ 
standing. 
Christian 
Scientists 
have learned that whatever is to be 
achieved in the way of healing and 
saving must be done through such 
prayer, and that this prayer must 
ie without ceasing. 
Our 
every 
thought, inclination and deed must 
be the outcome of a constant men­ 
tal attitude of prayer if we would 
/ollow- the master in the way of his 
appointing. 
A Christian Scientist 
soon learns that in bringing to the 
w-orld those blessings of God’s Law- 
which Jesus so clearly exemplified 
we do not have to compel the oper­ 
ation of God’s Law, we simply have 
to let it do its work, or rather, let 
the work this Law- has already ac­ 
complished for man, be manifested 
to us. 
The purpose of true prayer 
is one of elimination rather than 
one of compulsion or persuasion— 
the elimination, through spirituali­ 
zation of consciousness, 
of that 
which St. Paul characterized 
as 
the carnal mind, the mortal mind, 
thus allow-ing that mind to be tnani- 


like. the procurers of all disease, 
with confidence and meekness and 
trust and love and charity and for- 
and sweetness; we begin 
to replace our concept of God’s 
creation to be crassly material with 
the 
understanding that the uni­ 
verse and man are pure and spirit­ 
ual; we begin to break the fetters 
of creed and dogma and ritual and 
emerge into the freedom 
of the 
Christ. 
And as w-e 
progress in ■, 
prayer and understanding, 
God’s t 
Law begins to manifest itself to 
us and through us, in proportion to 
our purification 
of consciousness, 
in better living, better business and 
more love for God and all mankind 
— in a more harmonious condition 
generally. We begin then to under­ 
stand a little of what Jesus meant 
when he said, "If ye have faith as 
a grain of mustard seed, you shall 
say unto this mountain, ‘Remove 
hence to yonder place’; 
and it 
shall remove; and nothing shall be 
impossible unto you." 
We begin 
then to understand a little of how’ 
Jesus accomplished 
his wonderful 
works and to appreciate how- far 
we have still to traverse, how much 
genuine purifying we have yet be­ 
fore w-e are able to fully obey his 
command to "go and do likewise." 
It is through prayer that we gain 
our atonement our at one-ment with 
God, with divine love, with Life 
and with Truth, whereby we can 
go with confidence to i h e bedside 
of the sick and bid them "arise and 
walk,” to the charnel house of the 
sinner and command 
the “evil 
spirit to come out of him" and to 
the tomb of the dead and bid those 
asleep in materiality to ‘come forth’ 
Mary Baker Eddy. 
Jesus taught and 
demonstrated 
conclusively this Law- of God, but 
none of the writers in the New- 
Testam ent have left us a practical 
usable rule for its application. Just 
as the demonstration of this Law’ 
lias appeared throughout human his 
tory from time to time, w-hen the 
spirituality of the age permitted, so 
the discovery of the rule of its prac­ 
tical application was to have come 
at the proper time and in the pro­ 
per way. 
It was destined to come 
at a period when mankind should 
be ready to receive it, and through 
a people capable of understanding 
and perpetuating it among the nat­ 
ions. 
So it w-as only natural, and 
in accord with God’s Law-, that it 
should have been revealed first to 
a nation in whom spiritual freedom 
had been exemplified in political 
and 
religious

in the year 1866. 
Her discovery 
was made at the proper time. It 
could not have come sooner nor lat­ 
er. 
Christian Science is not an in- 
venton nor is it what some have 
been pleased to call it—"one of the 
new religions."

God. 
Mrs. Eddy’s discovery and 
her wonderful achievement in es­ 
tablishing a Church for the perpat- 
tuation of this discovery are not 
the result of chance nor of circum­ 
stance. 
Christian Science is the 
fulfillment of jprophecy and ^ a s 
come to us in due time and order 
in accord w-ith God’s 
directing. 
Mrs. Eddy never claimed to be any­ 
thing but the discoverer and foun­ 
der of this great Truth, but it will 
be long before the world will have 
begun to properly appreciate w-hat 
she has done for 
mankind and 
what trials and vicissitudes were 
her lot in standing before the tre­ 
mendous opposition 
to her first 
lispings in the new tongue. 
The 
discovery of this Science which de­ 
livers mankind from all bondage is 
part of the divine plan for human­ 
ity’s salvation extending through 
out the centuries This guiding light 
lias been placed in the hands of 
Christian Scientists 
to be kept 
burning. 
Let us all see to it that 
the light be not dimmed by care­ 
lessness, by negilence, by faithless­ 
ness, nor by the lack of apprecia­ 
tion of what Mrs. Eddy has done 
for humanity, lest, perchance, the 
world be again engulfed 
in the 
gloom of a fruitless Christianity.

tionably results from the necess­ 
ity occasioned by the growth of 
Christian Science. 
One day during the recent World 
W ar I was walking down Michigan 
Avenue in Chicago, when I came 
upon a huge triumphal arch erect­ 
ed on the lake side of the beautiful 
thoroughfare to the 
memory of 
those brave lads wdio had made 
the supreme sacrifice In that ter­ 
rible struggle. Imagine my surprise 
on looking up to behold, emblazon 
ed to all the world in great letter? 
over the archway, these momen­ 
tous 
words—"TH ERE 
IS 
NO 
D EA TH !” Do you think that would 
have been possible fifty, yea twen­ 
ty-five, years ago? 
Does any one 
doubt for a moment 
that Mrs. 
Eddy’s "Science and Health, with 
Key to the Scriptures,” was not 
directly responsible for that reas­ 
suring sentiment? 
Only a few' months ago at the tri- 
enniel convention of the great Ep­ 
iscopal Church, held in Detroit, at 
w'hich convention there were hun­ 
dreds of delegates from every part 
of the United States, a very urgent 
demand was presented that the 
lost art of healing be incorporated 
a part of yie Church activities to 
prevent thp 
wholesale 
apostacy 
from that organization. Resolutions 
were adopted by that great body 
looking to the establishment a t no 
distant date of spiritual healing in 
the Church. 
In the City of Los Angeles, very 
recently at a conference of clergy­ 
men and laymen, representing all 
the principal churches of thai city 
"resolutions wrere adopted 
urging 
the formation of a Christian Lea­ 
gue of Healing," along the lines of 
Jesus appointing. None could deny 
that this constantly growing tend­ 
ency on the part of churches quite 
generally to incorporate healing a 
part of their church activities has 
been brought about by the success 
of Christian Science. 
On this point it is interesting 
now' to note the words of the dis­ 
coverer and founder of Christian 
Science. Mrs. Eddy, penned m any 
years ago and 
recorded in her 
book, "Pulpit and Press,’’ as foi- 
low's:

C o n c lu s io n . 
I often think of Christian Scien­ 
ce as a great, beautiful river lead­ 
ing ever on towards eternal con­ 
tentm ent and bliss. All of our lives 
perhaps, we have been toiling in 
the muck and mire of m ateriality 
along its shores, looking ever earth 
ward in our quest for peace and 
joy. We have 
been 
stumbling 
blindly along over obstacles of fear 
sickness, revenge, hatred, poverty 
anti 
sorrow. 
We 
have 
been 
enmeshed 
and 
entangled 
In 
the 
undergrowth 
of 
religi­ 
ous 
creeds, 
bigotries, 
super­ 
stitions 
and 
prejudices 
which 
grows so profusely along its banks 
ever with our glaze bent earthw ard 
never once looking up to gain light 
and guidance for our journeyings. 
Ape then one bright day, without 
knowing w'hy or how', our gaze is 
lifted from the sordid spectacle 
and we discovered right belore us 
this great river of rest. 
It has 
been there all the time but we 
have been too busy with our earthly 
wanderings, our petty, selfish am ­ 
bitions. our struggles and our car­ 
es to see it. 
But today wre have 
looked up and out and there it lies 
ready to bear us on. its 
quiet 
bosom to that haven of happiness 
and peace and 
contentment 
for 
which we have been so long vainly 
struggling. 
We stand at its banks 
watching, wondering, hoping—hop­ 
ing, almost, it seems, against hope 
Close at hand rests a little skiff 
with 
its invitation to enter and 
ride home. 
We long to try it, but 
we fear—we fear lest some one 
may see and' perhaps recognize 
ami chide us. 
But the 
call is 
strong and our need is keen. Pres­ 
ently we discern some one appro­ 
aching. 
Tie is kind and lovingly 
essays to assist us on our journey 
if we need help. 
We take courage 
and determ ine to try the little boat 
We enter and with the help of the 
stranger we gently push off into 
the water. 
We tremble with fear 
at first and do not 
venture tar 
from shore; tremulously we bask 
in the sunshine of our new found 
joy: perhaps we have experienced 
a physical healing: 
mayhap we

Hove, and so , for a time, we sail 
around in our little craft amid the

shore. 
Then, after a little, w'e ho­

te d ion and love we have been eon- 
| tent to linger in the quiet waters 
near the bank without making any 
effort ourselves to get out into 
the stream that leads 
onward. 
Then, the desire comes to get far­ 
ther away from our past environ­ 
ment—the mire and muck 
and 
tangle of 
materialism 
through 
w hich we have so long been ploddt 
ing. and wre push out a little far­ 
ther, the while the dear one who 
has so kindly assisted us lending 
what help we seem to need. 
We 
proceed cautiously even watching 
lest we get too far away from the 
banks of the stream —those m ater­ 
ial conditions upon which we have 
so long depended. 
We are getting 
on fairly well when, suddenly, our 
little craft hits what seems to be 
a tremendous obstacle underneath 
the calm surface and w'e become 
fearful lest our little bark be com­ 
pletely submerged. 
The 
obstruc­ 
tion may have been the argumentof 
fear, or doubt, or sickness, or dis­ 
couragement, or disappointment in 
some personality on w hom we have 
been leaning, or any one of many 
besetting hindrances with which a 
beginner has to contend. 
Then, 
perhaps, in our fright we hurry 
back to the bank—to our material­ 
ism —not yet 
ready to give up 
some favorite 
material 
remedy, 
some hidden hate, some cherished 
grudge, some sinful habit. And so. 
for a time we again trudge along 
through the quagmire of our old 
environment until one bright day 
it seems as though we could stand 
it no longer: that we must go back 
to the river and try it again. 
So 
once more we find ourselves on 
the brink of that beautiful stream, 
and there ready for us is the little 
skiff and the helping hand of the 
stranger. 
Once again 
we enter 
the boat and again w'e push out 
into the waters. 
Tills time we do 
not loiter long in the shadow's of 
the hank but wit Ii more courage 
and determination than 
formerly 
we push further 
out into the 
stream, knowing, by this 
time, 
that as we encounter and overcome 
the various obstacles as we meet 
them, never turning back to our 
old environment of thought, ever 
on the alert for the true channel 
which leads out into the motherly 
bosom of the great, peaceful river, 
we shall eventually arrive at that 
point in our journey w here the way 
will open wider and brighter each 
day of our voyage. 
At first we 
encounter the snares and snags 
which lie subtly hidden

“Thou shalt not be afraid for the 
terror by night; nor for the arrow' 
that fileth by day:

“A thousand shall fall at thy side 
and ten thousand at thy right hand, 
but it shall not come nigh thee.
